"MINUTE MEN” 


The "Minutemen " was organized in June, 1960, Its present 
headquarters are Norborne, Missouri, and ROBERT ,B. DE PUGH, 
Norborne, Missouri, is the, national coordinator. Statements by 
DE PUGH and literature distributed by the organization in the past 
indicated its purpose to be the resistance to, and exposure of, 
the spread of communist influence within the United States; for 
the formation of a guerrilla or under ground organization to , 
combat the troops of any foreign powers which might eventually 
occupy this country; and resist passage of laws which would 
regulate private ownership of firearms. 

The Kansas City Star Newspaper, Kansas City, Missouri, 
has on numerous occasions, carried various articles concerning 
DE PUGH and the "Minutemen, " wherein it was stated that members 
of the organization participate in maneuvers utilizing guerrilla 
tactics with machine guns, mortars, grenades, and other firearms. 

DE PUGH has publicly stated on numerous occasions that 
the "Minutemen " as an organization does not buy or store arms or 
ammunition; however, the individual members of the organization 
maintain arms and ammunition, which is their constitutional right. 

"Minutemen" literature mailed to members in the past 
has furnished instructions in the use of explosives and has also 
given details for the making of explosive compounds from such 
readily accessible ingredients as a common fertilizer, ammonium 
nitrate. 


In May, 1966, a confidential source advised that ROBERT 
B. DE PUGH, in a recent message to the national coordinators of 
"Minutemen," announced the "Minutemen" organization was being 
divided into two separate bodies. One group to be composed 
directly of members who have been able to maintain complete 
secrecy of their -identity, from both the public and from 
Government investigative agencies. The second group to be 
made up of all members who have been publicly identified, or 
who there is reason to believe have been identified as ."Minutemen" 
members by an agency of the Federal Government.

"MINUTE MEN" 


In announcing the reorganization,, DE PUGH stated that 
a complete resistance movement involving total resistance must 
involve not only guerrilla warfare, but that it must involve 
psychological and political warfare as well. 

DE PUGH stated that what he was proposing and trying 
to effect was to build a political party that as such would 
have legal immunity, which .would serve as a communications 
network for patriots that have other interests, and among 
whose members these other patriots can maintain their secrecy 
of identify. All future correspondence and communications on 
the national level will be done in the name of the Patriotic 
Party. DE PUGH also advised that if ever called to court, as 
he expected to be in the future, he was going to state that 
as far as the national organization is concerned, the "Minutemen 
had ceased to exist. 

DE PUGH, in the announcement, continued to the effect 
there is. no reason why at some future date, when the environment 
is more .conducive* to military action, that the Patriotic Party 
cannot be used once again to pull together various local organi- 
zations into one national organization. By acting both as a 
front and as a meAns of coordination, the Patriotic Party can be 
invaluable in the building of a future resistance movement.

Official White Racial Organ r of the National States Rights 
Party”. 


A characterization of the National States Rights 
Party (NSRP) is attached,, as an Appendix hereto. 

This issue of ”The Thunderbolt”, on page 1, 
announces that, effective at the end of March, 1967, 'the 
National States Rights Party, "The Thunderbolt” offices, 
and all national officers in Augusta are moving from Augusta 
to a new address. Post Office Box 6263, Savannah, Georgia, 
31405, Savannah telephone number 355-4271. 

SV T-l made available also a copy of a personal 
Newsletter over the signature of Dr. Edward R. Fields, "issued’ 
monthly solely for our select inner-circle of friends 
On page 2, of this personal Newsletter, it is stated that the 
decision to locate at Savannah, Georgia, came after long and’ 
futile search for a space at Augusta, Georgia. It continued, 
the Augusta Chamber of Commerce, goaded by ex-Governor Carl , 
Sanders, pressured most realtors against renting to the 'NSRP 
at Augusta. This article points to advantages' of relocating 
in Savannah, stating that it is a larger city than Augusta, 
more services available, and more accessible to visitors, as 
it is on the East Coast Railway line. 



It is stated that there is a two-year lease on the 
office space at Savannah, and the NSRP hopes to make its permanent 
headquarters at Savannah. It is stated that, within the next two b ^ 
years, the NSRP National' Executive Committee needs to buy or build - hlc 
a headquarters building. The article mentions several fine 
employees and part-time volunteer workers who are unable to move to 
Savannah,, but the NSRP expects no problem in obtaining help- at 
Savannah. It asks readers to contribute toward th. e_moving expens es.

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On page 1 of this Newsletter, it is stated that”'' 
"Martin Lucifer King", the SCLC (Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference) and CORE (Congress On Racial* Equality) have 
designated Cleveland, Ohio, as their target city for the' 
summer. It is stated the National States Rights Party will 
conduct counter-demonstrations against King and these organi- 
zations and defend the white people of Cleveland against " 
the black revolutionaries. It continues that, if King and 
these organizations go through with their plans to "terrorize 
Cleveland", J. B. Stoner, Connie Lynch, and other NSRP 
leaders will go to Cleveland to lead the whites in the 

streets. The article continues, " but we will bring 

In more white counter-demonstrators than all of the Negro 
and beatnik troublemakers combined. We will more than 
match the enemy on a man-to-ape basis." 

This article states that NSRP National Organizer 
R. D. Eldridge has been in Cleveland several times recently 
regarding the situation developing there. It states that 
Eldridge and Charles O. Farris, a Cleveland Chapter leader 
of the NSRP, are preparing the members of the party in that 
city for the ordeal that will begin with hot weather.

An article in the 
November 26, 1957 issue of tho "Greenville Piedmont", a newspaper 
of Greenville, South Carolina, reported "the recent formation of 
a new political party, to be known as the United White Party". 
According to the article, the party was formed at a recently 
hold meeting in Knoxville, Tennessee, at which many Klansmen 
were represented* The UWP was reported as being opposed to all 
"race mixing organizations and individuals". 

The July, 1958, issue of "THE THUNDERBOLT", self- 
described as the "official Racial Nationalist Organ of the 
National States Rights Party" (NSRP), reported that rank and 
file "States Righters” had merged with the UWP under "the 
banner of the National States Rights Party", with national 
offices at Post Office Box 261, Jeffersonville, Indiana.

"*(3) FIRE ANY NEGRO WORKING FOR YOU BEFORE FEDERAL 
LAW COVERS SMALL BUSINESSES. (Next July 2nd federal 
law will cover business with less than 100 workers — 
fire your negroes while there is yet still time.) 

"*(4) MOST NEGROES WILL STAY AWAY FROM PLACES WHERE 
THEY KNOW THEY ARE NOT WANTED. IN THE LOUDEST AND 
MOST BOISTEROUS MANNER, LET THEM KNOW THAT THEY ARE 
NOT WANTED. 

”*(5) OPENLY, AND PUBLICLY DENOUNCE RACIALLY-MIXED 
COUPLES ON THE STREET. PUBLIC RIDICULE AND SHAME 
WILL DO MORE THAN ANYTHING ELSE TO BREAK UP SUCH 
COUPLES. 

”*(6) PICKET, DEMONSTRATE AND OTHER WISE 'RAISE 
HELL' ANY TIME BLACKS TRY AND MOVE INTO A WHITE 
NEIGHBORHOOD. OFTEN NEGROES WILL MOVE BACK WHERE 
THEY CAME FROM WHEN THEY KNOW THEY ARE NOT WANTED.”

The April, 1967, issue #88, of "The Thunderbolt”, which 
is self-described as "the official White Racial Organ of the 
National States Rights Party”, a characterization of which is 
attached, contained an article on Page 3 captioned "Negroes 
Operate Underground Radio"* This article indicated that on 
February 12, 1967, an unlicensed radio station which calls 
itself "Raciio Free Harlem” went on the air in New York City*. 

The 'article disclosed that the radio broadcasts for approximately 
half an hour at a time and that the Federal Communications 
Commission has not been able* to locate the operators of this 
station* The article continued by stating that the station 
broadcasts mostly Negro music and makes appeals for the support 
of > Congressman Adam Clayton Powell. The station also requests that 
contributions be sent to Powell *s church. The article indicated 
that such a radio station could "wreak” additional havock by urging 
the Negroes to rise up in arms and furnish instructions to 
guerilla fighters in the event of possible forthcoming riots In 
the Summer, 1967. f 

Page 7 of the name publication reflects a* letter written 
the editor of "The Thunderbolt” by Roy F. Wake, 2508 South Enchid 
ttvienu e f B©rwyn, Illinois Aj yTh@ letter calls for throwing out 
union officials that give pension funds to "blacks and beatnik 
scum" for civil riots.

Organ of the 
National States Rights Party", a characterization of which 
appears in the Appendix, contains a letter to the Editors 
on Page 6 signed Court Asher, 811 West North Street, St. Marys, 
Ohio, in which the author claims that forcing integration will 
never be accepted or obeyed nor would Asher's children 
be permitted to mingle with or exposed to Negroes. The letter 
also makes disparaging remarks against national officials of the 
Jewish faith. In a "letter to the Editors, John “Brazza, 

Route 2, Box 39, Westville, Florida, submitted comments 
regarding the treatment of the Negro race in the United States 
in regard to welfare and the recent decisions of the>U. S. 

Supreme Court regarding Negroes. The letter sets out that 
due to the election of liberal public officials, the "white man 
has been relegated to a second class citizenship".
